Aug. 27. 1961. The roof was

injured.

place since it was a Sunday 
and only the food depart­ 
ment was open. Himelfarb 
was there at the time. 


Burned To Ground 


Bargain City later went 
out of business with Himel­ 
farb going to the Atlantic 
Thrift Center. 


He was m anager of the 
Atlantic Thrift Center on 
Route I, F a i r l e s s Hills, 
when the sprawling struc­ 
ture burned to the ground 
last October. The loss was 
estim ated in excess of $3.- 
000.000. 


Himelfarb and his hover­ 
ing black cloud took over 
.similar duties last August 
in the Atlantic Thrift Cen­ 


ter in Pennsauken. 


His latest mishap occur­ 
red yesterday afternoon as 
he was getting into his car 
to drive to the bank. With 
him were his secretary, his 
bookkeeper 
and

$18,750 in weekend receipts, 
mostly in cash. 


Car Blocked 


“As I got into the c a r,” 
Him elfarb 
related,

bookkeeper,

name. A bandit, wearing a 
plastic face mask, had just 
opened the right side of the 
door ” 


The getaway car, with a 
sim ilarly 
masked 
driver, 


had pulled alongside Himel- 
farb’s car and to the front 
of it, blocking H im elfarb's 
movement. 


Himelfarb said the bandit 
apparently knew of his rou­ 
tine for banking receipts. 
He said the gunm an spurned 
a “dum m y” bag filled with 
worthless paper which Him­ 
elfarb always kept with him 
for just such a situation.

The W alter S. Miller Elemen 
tary School

have a new library this year. 
The Middletown T o w n s h i p 
School Board last night decided 
to ask the Neshaminy jointun 
for new facilities after school 
teachers and m em bers of the 
school FTA pleaded that the ed­ 
ucation of the 800 pupils is be­ 
ing “ neglected” due to present 
inadequacies of the present li­ 
brary. 
Converted Storage Area 
Mrs. 
Clarence 
Hall, 
chair­ 
man of the PTA’s library com 
m ittee, said the library now is 
in a converted storage a r e a 
where chairs are cram ped in 
a double circle, causing pupils 
to read while kneeling on the 
floor in the corridor outside the 
room. 
She stated that although there 
are 5.000 books for the library, 
not even 3.000 of them will fit 
on the shelves squeezed into the 
room, which is 20 feet square. 
The pupils are deprived 
of 
the 
“ enjoyment 
of 
reading.” 
Mrs. Hall added, since the cor­ 
ridor where they try to study is 
also used for typing and adm in­ 
istrative duties of the library 
and for storage of kindergar­ 
ten equipment. 
3 Proposals 
O t h e r spokesmen included 
William A. Hinds, supervisor of 
the school, and Frank Block, 
vice president of the FTA. 
Hinds said the school would 
probably be 
short 
one 
class­ 
room next year, since it is al­ 
ready above its originally pro­ 


posed capacity. He said there 
are three different ways to ov­ 
ercome the l i b r a r y inade­ 
quacies: 
first, to vacate one 
classroom by shifting some pu­ 
pils to another school; second, 
to construct a perm anent addi­ 
tion to the school; and third. 
to provide a portable building 
adjacent to the school. 
The school board, on a motion 
from Dr. E. 
Robert 
W erner, 
voted to ask the jointure’s busi­ 
ness adm inistrator, John Paul, 
to investigate the cost of per­ 
m anent facilities to be built be­ 
fore September. 
Dr. Oliver S. Heckman, re­ 
gional superintendent, said the 
Pennsylvania 
D epartm ent 
of 
Public Instruction 
requires at 
least 1,100 square feet in a li­ 
brary, 
This 
is 
alm ost 
three 
times the size of the present 
Miller library of 400 square feet. 
Heckman also said that over­ 
crowded classroom s m ay be re­ 
lieved by Septem ber, 1965, when 
the proposed junior high school 
on the Lauble site in upper Mid­ 
dletown is expected to be ready 
for classes. He said the school 
would be used the first year for 
both elem entary and junior high 
school students. 
Board President Bert Herman 
said that 
“ portable” 
facilities 
may be the solution. He stressed 
that they would be perm anent, 
attractive and could be built at 
a cheaper cost in less tim e than 
other types of construction. 
Herman commended the FTA 
for its foresight in notifying the 
board prior to the meeting of
